If it is west- 
ward there is the long rail haul over 
the Rockies to Vancouver or Prince 
Rupert, whence it is shipped to 
KMurope through the Panama canal, or 
to the Far Kast, In 1924-26, the last 
crop year for which final figures are 
avaliable, 23,900,000 bushels went 
through Pacific Ports.

This herd will be located on the vast 
erazing areas between the Athabasca 
and Great Slave Lakes, north of Ed 
monton, where the company has se 
cured over three million acres 

The company plans to establish a 
packing plant at Port McMurray and 
ship the reindeer meat and bypro- 
ducts to Ndmonion for redistribution. 

It is stated ihere are vast possibill- 
ties for this industry In Canada 
yet reindeer meat is practically tn 
known as an article of food In the 
Dominion, but it is stated to be fast 
gaining favor in the United States. 

In the last few years over 2,000,- 
600 pounds ‘of reindeer meat were 
consumed In the United States. The 
meat is claimed to have a flavor be- 
tween that of beef anti mutton. The 
malos, except a certain number which 
are set aside for breeding purposes, 
are fattened as steers and butchered 
when 2% years old. The carcass is 
then chilled and shipped to distribu 
ting points.

“Turken” is the name of a new 
variety of poultry which made its 
(first public appearance at the Bdmon- 
ton poultry show, It ig not the re 
sult of a cross between the hen and 
jturkey, as many have mistakenly 
supposed from the name (an impossi- 
| ble eross), but as a matter of fact 
the Turken is a cross between a 


| domestic, hen and a bird of the pheas- 
ant. apecies bred in Russia, and whose 


flesh is supposed to have the turkey | 


flavor.
